THE number of car parking 
spaces in Dudley town cen¬ 
tre will be reduced as work 
to build a new advanced 
technology centre for Dud¬ 
ley College begins this sum¬ 
mer. 

Almost 80 spaces of the 
230-space Priory Road car 
park will make way for the 
college’s advanced manufac¬ 
turing and engineeringbase. 
As part of the work, the col¬ 
lege will resurface the car 
park’s remaining 151 spaces 
before construction of the 
centre begins in July. The 
college will offer 68 spaces at 
its Broadway and Wolver¬ 
hampton Street sites to 
Dudley Council employees - 
the main users of the Priory 
Road site. 

The provision will be 
made until the council opens 
a planned multi-storey car 
park in Tower Street. 

College principal Lowell 
Williams said: “Work on 
Dudley Advanced will begin 
in July and will see some 
areas of the car park taken 
up for the new site. 

“We will be refurbishing 
the rest of the car park and 
reopening it with as a much 
improved 130-space facility 
with new lighting. 

“To offset the reduction of 
car parking spaces on Priory 
Road the college and council 
have agreed that 68 spaces 
on the college’s Broadway 
and Wolverhampton Street 
sites will be made available 
to council staff.”

POOR TEAMWORK 

IN CHILD TRAGEDY

SOCIAL services in Dudley and Sandwell have admitted 
‘poor’ joint working in the case of an underweight little girl 
who died in a cold room while her mother watched a DVD. 


The failure of the two authorities to settle their differences over who should be respon¬ 
sible for the protection of 18-month-old Keidey-Ellese Earp was of ‘great concern’ to the 
panel that investigated the case. The Crown Prosecution Service made a decision last July 
that there should be no criminal action against any member of Keidey’s family following a 

police investigation into her death. 

Black Country Coroner Robin Balmain, 
who last week recorded an open verdict on 
the little girl’s death from a mystery illness, 
said it would be dangerous to say it was due 
to neglect. 

Keidey’s devastated mother Elizabeth 
Duffell, 22, said: “I would have done any¬ 
thing to stop my daughter’s death.” 

Dudley and Sandwell social services, 
together with other agencies involved in 
child protection, are implementing a total of 
around 60 recommendations for improve¬ 
ment from their own reviews of the case. 

And a review panel, led by social work 
consultant Alan Ferguson, has come up 
with eight overall recommendations. 

Sandwell Social Services had been moni¬ 
toring Keidey’s case since April 2011, when 
she was living at her grandmother’s home in 
the borough - but, when the family moved 
to Dudley, they were ‘wrangling’ about who 
should be in charge. 

Failing 

There were concerns that Keidey was fail¬ 
ing to thrive and not putting on weight. 

But it was not until December 1, 2011 - 
two days before Keidey’s death, after she 
had been left on a cot under a window in her 
cold bedroom at her home in Tansey Green 
Road, Pensnett - that Sandwell Council 
decided to launch court care proceedings. 

Mr Ferguson, who carried out a ‘safe¬ 
guarding children board’ enquiry following 
the death, said improvements centred 
around the way cases are transferred 
between local authorities and better liaison 
between their legal departments. 

Health visitor Heather Chaloner, who 
works for the Black Country Partnership 
NHS Trust, told how she had made frequent 
visits to 18-month-old Keidey and her 
mother in Tansey Green Road, Pensnett 
from May 2011. 

Mrs Chaloner said she had voiced her con¬ 
cerns to social services about the child’s 
weight and a Tack of engagement’ with her 
mother. 
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Waste firm 
snub angers 
campaigners 

CAMPAIGNERS have been left fuming 
after bosses behind controversial plans for a 
waste recycling plant refused an invitation 
to meet them face-to-face to discuss their 
concerns. 

Energy firm Clean Power Ltd wants per¬ 
mission for the development on disused 
land near a railway line, off Moor Street, 
Brierley Hill, close to the former Royal 
Brierley Crystal glassworks. 

But residents fear the plant would blight 
the town, leading to increased traffic along 
already busy roads. Officials from the firm 
were invited to attend a public meeting so 
residents could put forward their concerns. 

But councillors claimed the firm had 
declined to attend - although the public 
meeting will still go ahead on May 15, with 
the venue still to be determined. The devel¬ 
opment would employ around 30 staff and 
would turn waste into gas to generate elec¬ 
tricity. Concerns stem from the amount of 
traffic that would regularly enter the new 
site, with potentially three lorries an hour 
accessing the plant. 

Councillor Judy Foster, ward member for 
Brockmoor and Pensnett, said the firm’s 
refusal to attend a public meeting was a dis¬ 
appointment, and a second invitation had 
now been sent to them. 

Clean Power Ltd spokesman Gavin Miller 
said the firm was aware of the second invi¬ 
tation and would consider the matter fur¬ 
ther. He said the company had already 
staged public consultations and had heeded 
people’s concerns.

Keidey weighed just under 
8.5kg, (191bs), putting her in 
the lightest 0.4 per cent of 
youngsters, just before she 
died. Expressing “sadness” 
at the death, John Poly- 
chronakis, chairman of 
Dudley Safeguarding Chil¬ 
dren Board, speaking on 
behalf of both authorities, 
said: “An independent 

review has been carried out 
which concluded this tragic 
death was not predictable or 
preventable. 

“The report does, 
however, highlight a number 
of areas of learning and iden¬ 
tifies a number of recom¬ 
mendations, many of which 
have already been imple¬ 
mented.” 


She had been left in the cot 
but, when paramedics arrived 
at the house at 3pm on 
December 3, 2011, the child 
was lifeless on the floor. Miss 
Duffell, now of Newhall Road, 
Rowley Regis, told the inquest 
her lifestyle was chaotic when 
moving house. 

“I didn’t know if I was 
coming or going,” she added. 
Miss Duffell said the child’s 
father, Martin Earp, had given 
her no help in bringing her up. 

Sandwell social services 
had been monitoring the girl 
since April 2011, when she 
had been living with her 
grandmother. But Keidey and 
her mother moved to Tansey 
Green Road, Pensnett, and 
discussions began about 
handing the case over to 
Dudley Council. 

Consultant Alan Ferguson, 
who was commissioned to 
carry out an inquiry, said 
Dudley refused to accept 
responsibility unless “stable 
child protection plans” were 
in place. Her case stayed with 
Sandwell Council. Mr Fergu¬ 
son said: “There was dissent 
between the two councils.”

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Fears on 
shortage 
of medics 

AMBULANCE bosses have 
raised concerns about a 
shortage of paramedics in 
the wake of increasing 
demand on the service. 

Crews were called out to 
just over 12,000 incidents in 
the Black Country during 
March, with 15,340 in 
Staffordshire and just over 
14,000 in the West Mercia 
region. 

Across the West Midlands, 
the 76,958 incidents were 
5.1 per cent more than the 
service had expected. 

Barry Thurston, West 
Midlands Ambulance direc¬ 
tor of service quality, said 
various pressures from 
outside the service had left it 
short of numbers. 

He said: “There just 
aren’t enough hours in the 
system for the activity we 
have. At the moment, if we 
push in one place, it bulges 
somewhere else. We’re just 
desperate for more bums on 
seats.” 

Mr Thurston’s comments 
came following a presenta¬ 
tion by Nathan Hudson, 
general manager of the 
Birmingham division of the 
ambulance service, who told 
of the pressures faced by his 
colleagues. 

He said staff were 
working too much overtime 
and missing some of their 
training.

Empty shop figures wrong, firm told 


COUNCIL bosses have invited offi¬ 
cials who ranked Dudley top of the 
table for empty shops for a fact¬ 
finding visit after claiming the 
ratings are inaccurate. 

They have written to the Local 
Data Company asking their statisti¬ 
cians to come and re-evaluate their 
findings. The company said 32.4 per 
cent of shops were empty in Dudley 
town centre in its latest report - the 
highest number for similar sized 


towns in the country. But council 
leaders were dismayed, saying the 
rating was actually around 18 per 
cent, based on its own surveys. 

They claim the firm, which analy¬ 
ses retail statistics use ‘outdated 
boundaries and flawed methodology’ 
to produce their reports. 

Deputy council leader, Councillor 
Shaukat Ali, who is also the 
borough’s regeneration chief, today 
said: “We don’t want to have one 


vacant unit in any of our towns and 
we are working hard to support 
existing businesses and to attract 
new ones into our towns. 

“However, the inaccurate figures 
that make big headlines are not 
doing anyone any favours at all.” 

He added: “We hope they can come 
and work with our town centre offi¬ 
cers to see what we are doing and to 
re-evaluate their boundaries and 
methodology in order to produce 


more accurate findings in the 
future. ” The council has been backed 
by business for its work to help boost 
the economy, although it said there 
was still a lot to be done. 

Outgoing Black Country Chamber 
of Commerce president Paul 
Bennett, added: “Recent increases in 
occupancy levels must be welcomed 
and reflected in surveys.” 

The firm was unavailable for 
comment.

Police take

POLICE officers blitzed 
more than 80 streets to warn 
residents about leaving val- 
ubles on show in their unse¬ 
cured cars. 

During the two-days of 
activity in Stourbridge, 
police found 74 vehicles 
unlocked with 17 items such 
as laptops, tools, DVD 
screens, iPods and sat-navs 
on display in full view of 
potential thieves. 

A further 11 secure vehi¬ 
cles also had valuables on 
view in the Oldswinford and 
Old Quarter areas. 

Pc Ryan Gardener said: “I 
think it is important to 
remember that whilst we 
have seen a slight increase in 
vehicle crime, total crime 
across the borough is actu¬ 
ally at an all time low, with 
1,242 fewer victims of crime 
compared to the same period 
last year.” 


Move approved 

CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
convert a Stourbridge school 
into an academy have been 
approved by governors 
despite protests from cam¬ 
paigners. Union members 
and teachers formed picket 
lines outside Redhill School, 
Junction Road. But now the 
school will be converted by 
June 1. 


Supermarkets across the 
area have revealed problems 
previously with trolleys 
being taken from stores . 

Ward Councillor Bryan 
Cotterill said park wardens 
had collected the latest haul 
of 20 trolleys from around 
the 247-acre reserve within 
the past fortnight. 

He said it was wasting 
time and money for the 
council. 

“There should be a lot 
more respect for the coun¬ 
tryside in this area from 
certain people,” he said. 

“They are being very irre¬ 
sponsible to just keep 
dumping trolleys.”

Order granted to stop drinking on street 


POLICE have been granted new powers to 
seize alcohol and ban drinking in the streets 
around Quarry Bank in a bid a stamp out 
booze-fuelled crimes and anti-social behav¬ 
iour. 

Residents and traders raised concerns 
with police about people drinking around 
the town centre and demanded rules be 
brought into curb boozing near shops and 
homes. 

New laws have been ratified to bring in a 
Designated Public Places Order, which 
enforces the ban making on-street drinking 
illegal. 

Councillors welcomed the move saying it 


was important to protect the image of 
Quarry Bank for visitors and shoppers. 

Under the order, police officers and police 
community support officers can ask anyone 
believed to be consuming alcohol leading to 
anti-social behaviour to stop drinking and 
issue a £50 fixed-penalty notice. 

Neighbourhood Sgt Duncan Rudge, of 
West Midlands Police, said the force had 
heeded concerns from residents wanting 
urgent action on the issue. 

“Local businesses and residents have 
been telling us that they are unhappy with 
street drinking,” he said. 

“We have worked closely with Dudley 


Council to obtain this on-street drinking 
ban with overwhelming support from local 
businesses and public houses.” 

The idea was put out to public consulta¬ 
tion in December and received overwhelm¬ 
ing support with 82 of 84 responses backing 
the plan. There are already such zones in 
Halesowen, Stourbridge, Dudley, Sedgley, 
Coseley, Woodsetton and Upper Gornal. 

Dudley Council’s licensing committee 
chairman, Councillor Hilary Bills, added: 
“The council has received applications for 
alcohol bans for many different areas across 
the borough in recent years. 

“The council takes these police applica¬ 


tions very seriously and the licensing and 
safety committee has wholeheartedly 
backed the application, which we are sure 
will be welcomed by residents living in the 
Quarry Bank area.” 

Quarry Bank and Dudley Wood ward 
Councillor Bryan Cotterill said he believed 
the zone would be another step to a blanket 
ban on drinking in public in the borough. 

“I’m supportive of it so long as it can be 
policed then it works quite well,” he said. 

“A blanket ban would satisfy me. We want 
to protect the image of Quarry Bank.” 

Pubs or other permitted temporary public 
events will not be affected by the ban.

FROM eating cream cakes on a 
speedboat to diving into a 
mountain of toilet rolls - no 
dream is too big for charity vol¬ 
unteer Steve Ford who has 
made hundreds of children’s 
wishes come true. 

The 54-year-old works tirelessly to 
give youngsters,who have spent time in 
hospital, a day they will always remem¬ 
ber. 

Mr Ford has been running Wishing 
Well at Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital 
for more than 20 years. 

And he has now reached a major mile¬ 
stone after the 500th wish was granted 
as 15-year-old Emma Belfort got the 
chance to have a driving lesson. 

Over the years, Mr Ford has granted a 
wide range of wishes, including Ben 
Thompson, who wanted to jump through 
a huge pile of toilet rolls and friends 
Alexandra Thomas and Laura Liptrot 
who ate cream cakes while zooming 
along on a speedboat. 

Surprise 

Children have met celebrities includ¬ 
ing golfer Justin Rose and singers Cliff 
Richard and Jason Donovan; ridden in 
helicopters and Ferraris and got close to 
their favourite animals at Dudley Zoo. 

A particularly memorable wish for Mr 
Ford was when a boy asked to visit the 
Concorde cockpit. 

After three unsuccessful attempts, his 
wish was hanging in the balance. 

But then to their surprise it was fourth 
time lucky as the lad and his brother 
were instead taken for a flight on the 
famous plane. 

Mr Ford visits the children’s ward at 
the hospital twice weekly to give forms to 
the children asking if they would like a 


special wish granted. They are aimed at 
children aged seven or over but he says 
any wish is considered. 

Mr Ford, of Ash Crescent in Kingswin- 
ford, said: “If I can set up something the 
children want then I will. 

“I just make a few calls. Sometimes I 
have to search for people a bit but, once 
I find them they’re so helpful. I think 
they actually enjoy it too.” 

Medical hardships are things that Mr 
Ford knows a lot about. 

Suffering from psoriasis and arthritis 
since childhood, he was forced to med¬ 
ically retire from his work at the Post 


Office, aged 21. He began driving a van 
but had to stop that when he needed hip 
replacements as a 32-year-old. 

Volunteering at the hospital radio in 
1983, however, brought him in touch 
with hospital staff and six years later he 
launched his charity. 

Spin 

“For a youngster in hospital away 
from their family and friends it can be a 
bit traumatic. I’m just trying to help,” he 
said. 

For teenager Emma who was the 
recipient of the 500th wish, taking a spin 


in a car was a memorable experience. 
The Redhill School pupil had wished for 
the driving lesson with Safe4Life after 
spending three days in A&E in February 
after a routine eye test discovered a con¬ 
dition called benign intracranial pres¬ 
sure on her brain. 

Her mother Karen, aged 49, of Had- 
cross Grange, Stourbridge, said: “She 
was so excited about having her wish 
granted and was really looking forward 
to it. Afterwards she even wanted to 
drive my car. We’re so thankful to Steve 
and to Safe4Life.”

Scrap metal gang acted 
with 'miltary precision' 


THESE are the faces of three 
members of a gang behind an 
£81,000 metal raid in 
Kingswinford. 

A judge said the gang had struck 
with “military precision” and the 
defence said members behaved with 
“insouciance”. 

The thieves stole 112 tons of steel 
from Midland Steel Sections on the 
Gibbons Industrial Estate, after tar¬ 
geting the site soon after it closed for 
the weekend. 

Two stolen trucks, weighing 32 and 
26 tons each, were employed to make 
five trips loaded with the stolen steel 
during the weekend of MMarch 26 and 
27, 2011, the court heard. 

Around 63 tons of the haul, valued at 
£34,000, was delivered to the Oldbury 
Metal Recycling plant run by Lee 
Stanley in Parsonage Street, Oldbury, 
where it was discovered hidden under 
scrap metal by police after a tip-off a 
couple of days after the raid. He had 
paid £12,000 for it, the court was told. 

Confident 

A further 47 tons of the stolen steel 
worth £34,000 was found in Manches¬ 
ter and traced back to EMR, Wolver¬ 
hampton, which had bought it from 
Jarvis Metals, a scrap yard run by Joe 
Jarvis and his family in Ennerdale 
Road, Shrewsbury, where it had been 
dropped off by the gang. He admitted 
making £1,000 profit when he sold it 
four days later. 

Mr Gareth Morley, defending, said: 
“They must have been pretty confident 
that they were not going to be dis¬ 
turbed. They behaved with insou¬ 
ciance, coming and going as they 
pleased over a 36-hour period.” 

Paul Hawkins, aged 41 from Fell 
Meadow Way, Sedgley, who was the “go 
between” for the gang, was jailed for 
four years. Jamie Anslow, aged 31, of 
Newnham Bridge, Tenbury Wells, got

30 months behind bars. Both were con¬ 
victed of conspiracy to burgle by a jury 
after a trial. Nicholas Tawse, 45, from 
Newark, Notts, was imprisoned for 38 
months after admitting the same 
offence. 

Lee Stanley, 38, of Skidmore Road, 
Coseley who pleaded guilty to two 
charges of handling stolen goods was 
jailed for two years, while Joe Jarvis, 
67, from Yockleton, Shrewsbury, 
received a two-year prison sentence 
suspended for two years with £1500 
costs after being convicted by the jury 
of one offence of handling. Sonny 


Smith, 44, from Newark, was given a 
32-month jail term at an earlier 
hearing after admitting burglary. 

Jonathan Bates, 24, from Beddows 
Avenue, Coseley, who was convicted by 
the jury of conspiracy to burgle, will be 
sentenced this month. 

Judge Michael Dudley told those he 
dealt with last week: “This was a 
highly sophisticated and planned bur¬ 
glary carried out with military preci¬ 
sion. 

“It is crystal clear that an insider 
was involved but the only insider pros¬ 
ecuted was cleared by the jury.”

A £200,000 scheme to build a three-story 
extension at Black Country brewery Holden’s 
has been further delayed, with work now not 
set for completion until July or August. 


Work at the brewery in 
Woodsetton started last 
October, paving the way for 
an increase in production 
from 50,000 pints to 75,000 
pints a week. 

The project was due to be 
finished last December, but 
this was put back until the 
end of March after the plans 
were changed from a two- 
storey to a three-storey 
development. 

Now the completion date 
has been delayed a second 
time.

Other developments al¬ 
ready completed include a 
new bottle store where visi¬ 
tors can buy merchandise 
and beers, and new offices.

Protection is 

boosted for 

historic glass 

making site 

A FORMER factory in the heart of the glass¬ 
making quarter in Stourbridge has been 
granted extra protection by heritage chiefs to 
prevent it from being demolished. 

They say Platts Glass- m . |_. Mthor . arflo 
works has an important M py neatner Large 


place in the Black Country’s 
heritage. 

Developers had hoped to 
bulldoze the buildings in 
Platts Road, Amblecote, last 
October. 

But councillors voted in 
favour of granting a tempo¬ 
rary order to halt demolition 
plans while an assessment of 
the buildings took place 
after being informed of the 
proposals. 

The order has now been 
made permanent by cabinet 
member for regeneration 
Shaukat Ali. 

It means any developers 
wanting to demolish the 
buildings will need to submit 
a full planning application to 
the council. 

Councillor Ali said it 
would mean the real impli¬ 
cations of the demolition 
could be assessed properly. 

“It also allows the views of 
others to be taken into 
account before any formal 


decisions are taken,” he 
added. 

But the order does not 
mean that the site can not be 
developed in the future. 

Under previous rules, the 
council just needed to be 
notified if the buildings were 
going to be demolished. 

They would only be able to 
make a comment on the way 
it was done to ensure public 
safety. 

The 22-acre site was first 
used for glassmaking in 
1704. Platts Glassworks was 
run by Joshua Henzey III 
and was specifically de¬ 
signed to produce bottles. 

In 1836 it was sold to 
Thomas Webb and some of 
the buildings were rebuilt. 

In the 1920s, acid etching 
was pioneered on the site by 
F Williams & Company. 

They continued to be used 
for glassmaking until the 
late 1960s when some of the 
premises was demolished.

Restaurant 
in old bank 
is the order 
of the day 


A FORMER bank in Stourbridge has been 
transformed into a £250,000 restaurant 
serving up cuisine from around the world. 

Council officials have given the go-ahead for an alcohol and

way for bosses to open the 


doors. 

Ghulam Namdar, who is 
the boss of the venue called 
Rose, said it could welcome its 
first customers as soon as this 
week. 

He said the building, for¬ 
merly Barclays Bank’s oppo¬ 
site Christ Church, has 
undergone a £250,000 
revamp since it was pur¬ 
chased in 2010. 

It will seat almost 150 
dinners and offer food from 
around the world -among 
which will be Indian, Chinese, 
Italian and Mexican. 

It emerged during the 
meeting at Dudley Council 
House that the authority had 
received two objections to the 
restaurant over fears of anti¬ 
social behaviour and a plan¬ 
ning issues. 

Despite this the licence was 
granted. 

A previous application for 
the former-bank to be turned 


into a pizzeria was con¬ 
demned by residents con¬ 
cerned over parked cars 
clogging up the high street. 

Chair of the committee 
Councillor Hilary Bills 
explained the decision, she 
said: “We did receive repre¬ 
sentations from two local res¬ 
idents who raised concerns of 
problems in the area which is 
nothing directly from the 
premises. 

“The other was a planning 
issue but this is not an issue 
for this committee to decide 
on. Therefore the application 
is granted.” 

Mr Namdar said after the 
hearing: “I’m delighted by 
this outcome. I bought the 
building in 2010 for around 
£250,000 and I’ve spent 
another £250,000 carrying 
out work to it. 

“The centre of Lye is a 
popular area for places to eat 
and I’m hoping to offer some¬ 
thing different.”

Metal thefts war 
sees fall in raids 

THE war on metal theft in Wyre Forest is 
being won with the number of raids down 
by more than 70 per cent. 

New figures reveal thieves struck 23 
times in January to March, compared with 
90 during the same period last year. 

Police have been working to drive down 
the number of thefts in the district which 
has previously been plagued by raids on 
businesses, homes, churches and schools. 

Hospitals and health centres, sports 
clubs and pubs have also been hit as raiders 
cash in on the rising price of scrap metal. 

But West Mercia Police Superintendent 
Kevin Purcell said the number of thefts 
were falling. He said the Scrap Metal 
Dealers Bill passed in parliament in Febru¬ 
ary, which placed tightened restrictions on 
the scrap metal industry, was one of the 
factors helping to reduce numbers. 


Praise for economic Shuttle 


IT covers less than a mile and 
trundles along at a maximum 
speed of 20mph with the 
engine of a car - but the 
Stourbridge Shuttle is being 
held up as the way forward for 
the national rail network. 

A new book by leading railway 
author David Henshaw hails it as an 
icon in his new book, The Great 
Railway Conspiracy. 

Mr Henshaw said the Parry People 
Mover rail bus, which ferries over 
500,000 passengers a year on the three- 
minute link between Stourbridge 
Town and Junction stations, could be 
used to bring back into use branch 
lines which were axed by Dr Richard 


Beeching 50 years ago. The Shuttle, 
which has been in operation on the 
Stourbridge line for four years, is made 
by Cradley Heath firm Parry People 
Movers Ltd and is powered by a 2.3 
litre car engine. 

The Stourbridge People Mover, 
which bears the London Midland 
livery, carries 60 passengers but the 
company has been offered grants of 
more than £1 million to develop a 
version that would hold twice that 
number and could travel at up to 
50mph. “It could be the future for 
many lines,” said Mr Henshaw, aged 
53, who lives in Dorset. “I travelled on 
the Stourbridge Shuttle recently and it 
was brilliant - it was a Sunday after¬ 
noon but it was very busy. 

“The most impressive thing is that it 


saves on fuel and pollution and is 
cheaper to run.” 

John Parry, chairman of JPM Parry 
& Associates, the company behind the 
People Mover, welcomed the book. 

“It’s about time someone noticed 
what we are doing,” he said. 

“We believe that, in the four years 
that our People Mover has been operat¬ 
ing at Stourbridge, we have saved the 
public purse well over £lm.” 

Parry People Movers has won a 
£700,000 order to supply a larger 
version for a sugar factory in Turkey 
and is also on the brink of clinching an 
American deal worth more than £lm. 

There are proposals for a £5m pas¬ 
senger line on a freight track from 
Dudley and Brierley Hill to Stour¬ 
bridge, which could use People Movers.

Scouts appeal on repairs 


SCOUTS have launched an 
appeal for support to secure 
funding to help make vital 
repairs to their headquarters 
in Stourbridge. 

Urgent work is needed on the roof 
and emergency lighting at the home of 
Stourbridge and District Scout 
Council. More than 700 scouts and 
their leaders use the base, off South 
Road, Norton, alongside members of 
the Girl Guides. 

They managed to secure a grant of 
£5,000 towards the £9,000 cost for new 
chairs and tables from councillors on 
the Stourbridge area community 
forum. But they are now asking for an 


additional £4,850 from a trust estab¬ 
lished by philanthropist Ernest 
Stevens for the benefit of community 
projects in Stourbridge. 

Scout district commissioner, the Rev 
Alan Williams, said the cash would be a 
welcome boost. “It would be good if we 
could get the money because it will help 
us in the future,” he said. 

Activities 

“We help to give children a place to 
go and also we try to remain a part of 
the community. It would also mean 
that we would be able to use more of 
our funds to pay for activities.” 

The Alderman Tye headquarters, 
near the Swan Pool Park, is the admin¬ 
istration base for the districts’ seven 


main groups. But some 55 members of 
the explorer scouts group, aged 
between 14 and 18, rely on the avail¬ 
ability of the main hall to hold their 
meetings. 

The building was constructed in the 
1960s but it is believed that little major 
repair work has been done since that 
time. 

Mr Williams, who is vicar at Holy

The sport of stock car racing 
really took off in the 1950s and 
more and more tracks began to 
spring up around the country as its 
popularity grew. 

New locations for tracks were 
always being sought and in 1952 
Claude Roe decided to use the 
disused Scott House Reservoir as a 
racetrack. 

The reservoir which had been 
empty of water for more than 40 
years, was quickly pegged out and

stands erected around its outer 
edge. With racers flying around the 
shale track in modified saloon cars 
the racing would often get quite 
messy with crashes and spills. 

During the next few years, as the 
track’s popularity grew, Claude 
began to host other events there 
including live acts such as chart- 
topper Ruby Murray. 

But its popularity began to 
decline as race fans went to better 
established tracks. 

However it was at this point that 
legendary racer Bill Morris stepped 
in to give the track its second life. 
Left without a track following the 
closure of Tamworth raceway Bill 
could see the potential in Hednes¬ 
ford and approached the new 
owners Cannock Chase Council to 


see if he could buy it. Building work 
at the track began in the winter of 
1961 and was completed in the 
summer the following year. By 
June 16, the cars were lining up on 
the track for the first race as part of 
the FI stock car series. 

In the following year Bill intro¬ 
duced hot rod to the UK crowds 
which was based loosely on 
America’s NASCAR series. 

Highly modified versions of 
everyday saloon cars took to the 
newly re-surfaced track flying 
round at incredible speeds. This 
proved very popular and the track 
really took off. 

Hednesford would continue to 
rise in popularity during the 60s 
and 70s and in later years Bill 
passed the reins over to his son 
Martin and Philip Bond who set up 
Incarace which runs the track 
today.

Fresh talks over 
taxi colour rule 


TAXI drivers will hold fresh talks with council officials in 
Dudley in a bid to end a dispute over colours of private hire 
vehicles in the borough. Around 100 taxis brought the town 
to a standstill as they staged a go-slow drive past Dudley 


Council House recently. 

They were battling 
against Dudley Council’s 
policy of only allowing white 
coloured private hire taxis to 
be used by firms in the 
borough. 

The protest drew anger 
from some councillors who 
said the policy was in place 
to allow people to safely 
identify fully-licensed 
private taxis. 

But members of Dudley 
Private Hire and Taxi Asso¬ 
ciation argue that white cars 
are more expensive because 
of their popularity. 

They say members have 
resorted to resprays on some 
car in order to comply 
costing hundreds of pounds 
more. 

These costs are added to 
already high insurance pre¬ 
miums and fuel prices, 
group members claim.

Car enthusiast's crash 
death ruled accidental 

A PENSIONER died when his car crashed into a tree in 
foggy conditions near his home, an inquest heard. 

Philip Luscott-Evans, aged 78, who was known by his 
middle name Maurice, died on January 10 after he lost 
control of his car on the A451 Stourbridge to Kidderminster 
road, opposite the Park Gate pub. It is believed the retired 
advertising consultant misjudged the junction, minutes 
from his home near Kidderminster, due to fog on the night. 

The crash happened at around 12.40am as Mr Luscott- 
Evans, who lived in Hurcott Road, Hurcott, was driving his 
red Vauxhall Agila. The car collided with a tree off the car¬ 
riageway and he was pronounced dead at the scene. 

Multiple 

Pc Graham Powell, a collision investigator, said there 
were no defects in the road, while vehicle examiner Robert 
Beals said the car had no problems. 

A toxicology report showed widower Mr Luscott-Evans 
had no alcohol or drugs in his system. A post-mortem by Dr 
Paul Geddy, confirmed he had suffered no medical emergen¬ 
cies before the collision. 

Worcestershire Coroner Geraint Williams recorded a 
verdict of accidental death at an inquest in Stourport on 
Friday. He said the cause of death was multiple injuries. 

Mr Luscott-Evans was vintage car enthusiat and had a 
Lea Francis and a Bean car.

I WAS honoured to 
attend the funeral of 
the lady I have pub¬ 
licly recognised as 
being my guiding 
inspiration, Baroness 
Thatcher. 

To be in Saint Paul’s for 
the service was an incredibly 
moving experience. 

Having watched and read 
a great deal of the coverage of 
Lady Thatcher’s incredible 
life story in recent weeks I 
feel sure her legacy will 
inspire a new generation 
who were not even born 
when Mrs Thatcher was 
ejected from Downing Street 
in November 1990. 

In Westminster we dis¬ 
cussed amendments to 
several Government Bills as 
the Parliamentary year came 
to an end. 

One such Bill, which has 
been the subject of a lot of 
correspondence that I have 
received, is the Growth and 
Infrastructure Bill and, in 
particular, the clause that 
relates to permitted develop¬ 
ment rights. 

A key concern has been the 
potential effect on neigh¬ 
bours’ amenity and the lack 
of say for those neighbours. 
The Secretary of State, Eric 
Pickles, has confirmed that 
while pressing ahead with 
permitted development 
rights, he will introduce a 
neighbours’ consultation 
scheme. 

The scheme is that home- 
owners wishing to build 
extensions under the new 
powers would have to notify 


the local council with details. 

The council will then 
inform adjoining neighbours 
which already happens for 
full planning applications. If 
there are no objections by 
neighbours within a set 
period, the development can 
proceed. 

If objections are raised by 
neighbours, the council will 
consider whether the devel¬ 
opment would have an unac¬ 
ceptable impact on 
neighbours’ amenity. 

Consideration 

This is a form of “prior 
approval” which allows con¬ 
sideration by ward council¬ 
lors and, if the council 
wishes, a planning commit¬ 
tee. There will be no fee for 
householders to go through 
this process. 

In Westminster I met with 
Lynette Cutting, Principal of 
Stourbridge College, for an 
update briefing on the 
college’s merger with Birm¬ 
ingham Metropolitan 
College which is due to take 
place in June.

Locals struggle to come 
to terms with their losses

I uck, grime and endless 
misery - those are the three 
things we’ll take away from 
watching The Village, the BBC’s 
relentlessly grim drama set in the 
Peak District in the early part of the 
20th century. 

That description may sound as if 
we’ve hated every minute of the six- 
part series, but that’s just not true - 
it’s been a masterclass in acting, with 
some amazing stories and 
characters. But boy, a little escape 
from the drudgery every now and 
then would have been nice. 


“Life is a struggle for them and they 
scrape by and the marriage is quite 
strained due to the desperate 
situation,” says Maxine Peake of her 
character, Grace Middleton, and her 
family. 

This week, the plot moves on to 
1920, and the Great War has been 
over for two years - but the village’s 
residents are still counting the cost. 

After being locked up thanks to his 
status as a conscientious objector, it’s 
Eyre who notices the biggest 


differences, not just to the place itself, 
but the manner of his former friends 
and neighbours. 

Soldiers continue to return from 
their duties overseas and expect to 
immediately settle into their old lives 
by going back to their factory jobs, 
little realising that the women who 
took their places have no intention of 
giving them up and have, in fact, 
joined a union. 

Bert, now 18, invites his old teacher 
to stay with the Middletons, but it isn’t 
a happy visit thanks to the tension 
caused by Joe’s death - and the 
unveiling of the local war memorial 
doesn’t improve the mood either. 

Grace learns that her son’s name 
won’t be added to the list of the 
‘glorious dead; while Margaret 
discovers that her boy’s body won’t 
be coming home. 

So, it’s clear that Maxine’s 
character still can’t find happiness. At 
least the actress herself was more 
than happy to be involved with the 
project. 

“I’ve never filmed in the Peak 
District before,” she explains. “It’s 
such a beautiful part of Britain, which 


I think gets slightly overshadowed by 
the Lake District when people think of 
Northern beauty spots. 

“When I was around 10,1 used to 
go to a Unitarian church and they 
had a hostel in Little Hucklow. We’d 
have breaks there going walking and 
pot-holing. I’d forgotten how 
breathtaking the scenery was until I 
started filming.” 

Despite having fun on set with 
co-stars such as John Simm and 
Juliet Stevenson, she’s enjoyed 
getting back to the comforts of 2013 
after filming: “We shot quite a few 
scenes with gas lamps and candles 
as the only source of light. It was a bit 
tricky doing certain scenes when you 
couldn’t see the other actors you 
were talking to! 

“Given the cold wet weather, an 
electric blanket would have been 
nice. Hot water bottles were my 
saviour when we were filming scenes 
in bed.” 

This is the last in the current series, 
and many more are planned so that 
the story of the Middletons is brought 
right up to date - here’s hoping it 
won’t be long before it’s back.

Vauxhall's convertible looks a winner 



The Vauxhall Cascada is ready to roar into the convertible market The Cascada oozes class with the roof down and the sun shining

IT’S not hard to see where Vauxhall 
would like to be on the ladder of 
automotive desirability... on the 
rung below Audi, you’d guess. 

Vauxhall’s new, big four-seater Cascada con¬ 
vertible is the latest in a recent onslaught of 
new models, all aimed at giving the brand a 
more glossy feel for potential punters. 

We’ve seen recent launches for the 
petrol/electric Ampera, medium-sized SUV 
Mokka and chic and small Adam. 

The first will sell in tiny numbers, with the 
Adam finding tough opposition from Fiat and 
Mini and only the Mokka likely to make it high 
up the charts. 

But you get the feeling outright sales are less 
important than making other road users take 
a second glance and ask ‘what is that rather 
smart looking car over there?” 

And now comes the Cascada, Spanish for 
waterfall (or the pop group representing 
Germany at the 2013 Eurovision Song 
Contest), which is predicted to sell only a 
couple of thousand here each year. 

But you’ll take notice every time one comes 
into view. It’s a big car and it’s got masses of 
smart street presence, with the hood up or 


down (an action that takes a mere 17 seconds 
in either direction). 

More look-at-me pulling power, for instance, 
than the smaller Audi A5 Convertible, which 
also costs nearly £8,000 more than the least 
expensive Cascada. 

Now, that may not matter a jot to an Audi 
buyer, who would not even mention a Vauxhall 
in the same breath, but it sure matters to the 
seller of the Cascada, keen as moutarde to give 
the brand a bit of upmarket chic. 

Cover over the badge and you’d never guess 
the car costs from a modest (in large convert¬ 


ible terms) £23,995. Even under a watery 
English sky it looks terrific; utterly up to 
posing on the quayside at Monte Carlo among 
the inevitable Porches... and Audis. You’d 
never guess it’s a stablemate for the humble, 
company car park favourite, the Insignia. 

Swathes 

At least, not until you slipped inside, where 
ou discover it now becomes an Insignia in all 
ut name, with added swathes of nicely 
stitched leather to disguise thing a bit. That 
didn’t stop the test car, a £26,095 version with 
the smallest engine available (1.4 litre petrol) 


having the most comfortable driver’s seat I’ve 
enjoyed in living memory, thanks to a myriad of 
adjustments, heating and handsome leather 
facings. Eat your heart out, Audi. 

Giving the Cascada a fabric roof has saved 
valuable weight over the folding metal contrap¬ 
tions that briefly shone in this sector. It’s good 
to look at, works up to 30mph and produces no 
more noise than the fixed covering you might 
find in an Insignia. It does compromise boot 
space, leaving a long, thin slot for luggage when 
its folded away (all that fabric has got to go 
somewhere). The rear seats fold down to give

lots more room with the roof in place. 

Losing the rigidity of a fixed roof means, 
despite extra body strengthening, the Cascada 
wobbles gently on bad road surfaces, but it’s not 
going to be a problem for owners who won’t 
mind the trade off if it means hours basking in 
top-down sunshine. 

A 2.0 litre diesel (£25,495) is expected to be 
the biggest seller in a range that tops out at 
£29,080 for a pumped up version of the same 
engine. The 1.4i Elite version’s modestly pow¬ 
erful petrol unit was quiet and smooth but need 
a good prod to produce much action.
